STATE BANKS. 

Commercial Oatttte.— Mr. Cleveland's 
idea that state banks would be secure if 
placed under Federal supervision, as are 
National banks, is attractive enough as 
far as it goes, but the weakness of it is 
that it does not go far enough. Federal 
supervision of National banks, through 
the medium of occasional examinations 
by Federal officials, is not that which 
has made them secure. It would be a 
difficult matter for anybody short of an 
army of Bxamlners to thoroughly super- 
vise and safe guard the operations of the 
vast number of banks'that would spring 
up If the tax on state banks were re 
pealed. Perhaps it is Mr. Cleveland's 
idea to enlarge the area of "spoils" by 
adding an army of Examiners to the 
alreadj over-burdened pay roll to Uncle 
Ham. The country does not need state 
banks, and will not have them under any 
Circumstances. The wrecks they created 
once have not boen forgotten, for 
evidences of them still strew the shores 
of recollecticn of all men whoso yoars of 
life number fifty.

Officers Robert 8. West and W. a Davta 
engaged In a deadly conflict at the L. 
and N. passenger depot Wednesday 
morning. Davis was suspended from 
duty by the council Tuesday night, on 
a charge of conduct unbecoming an 
officer, and West was a witness against 
him. About 9 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing Davis found West on doty at the 
depot and engaged in a quarrel with 
him. They then separated, Davis say- 
ing: "I'll have nothing more to say to 

The men started off in opposite direc- 
tions, but had not gone far before Davis 
drew his pistol and, turning, advanced 
upon West, and when within a few feet 

of him fired, the ball going wide of il 
mark.

SAGACIOUS SHEPHERD BOYS. 

Their faithful Watchfulness of the Flocks 
Pasts* Their Cere. 

Gen. John liidwell related to the 
Oroville (Cal.) Register the following 
as showing how welt trained the shep- 
herd dog becomes. He and a friend 
were riding in the Salinas valley when 
they came to a band of one thousand or 
more sheep guarded by ten or twelve 
shepherd dogs. There were from' 
twenty-five to thirty coyotes along the 
edge of the hills and within a short 
distance of the sheep, but between the 
two were the well trained and vigilant 
dogs. "Two or three times while we 
were in sight one or more of the coy- 
otes made a dash for the sheep, but 
each time they were driven back by 
the guardians of the flock. We rode 
on and put up at the (Jomez ranch, 
which was owned by a wealthy native 
Californian. About sundown the 
6beep, driven by the dogs, came up to 
the house and the flock entered a cor- 
ral. Two of the dogs laid down at the 
entrance and waited there until the 
owner came out and put up the bars. 
Then the master patted his different 
dogs and fed them well. He told us 
that the dogs drove these sheep out on 
the plains two or three miles in the 
morning, remained with them during 
the day, kept the coyotes and other 
animals at bay, and each evening drove 
them up to the house and into the cor- 
raL" 



At the beginning of the last war
